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SIR THOMAS J. UPTON 

Another great source of in¬ 
spiration has vanished from our 
midst by the passing of Sir 
Thomas J. Upton. In the truest 
sense he typified the spirit of 
"Keep-a-Goln”— picturesquely and 
appealingly. It has been my priv¬ 
ilege to know many famed men 
and women, every President dur¬ 
ing the last 48 years, most of 
our outstanding Generals and Ad¬ 
mirals, as well as those who have 
accomplished worthily in various 
walks' of life. Invariably, the 
truly great were the least inflic¬ 
ted with the virus of self-im¬ 
portance. At heart, I believe 
Thomas J. Upton was the '‘simp¬ 
lest" of them all. 

My first introduction to him 
was through his old friend, 
George Wilson, vice-president of 
the New York Life Insurance Co., 
in 1903. He was privileged to in¬ 
vite guests to the "Erin,” Mr. 
Llpton’s flagship. (He didn’t be¬ 
come "Sir” Thomas until several 
years later.) Shamrock III was 
in our waters to be the hoped for 
means of "lifting that bloomin’ 
mug." The weather was not pro¬ 
pitious—except for guests. Sir 
Thomas was a wonderful guest. 
Seventeen starts were made be¬ 
fore the third day with enough 
wind, arrived. But each of those 
days found the genial host at the 
gangway to speed his departing 
guests, as well as to greet the 
new arrivals the next morning. 
For some reason I was invited to 
return a second time. On the 
night of that second visit I 
ground out some words to the 
^ tune of “Mr. Dooley,” a very pop¬ 
ular song of the day. Several 
copies were made. Next morning, 
about 25 of the best looking 
women and girls were gathered 
on the upper deck for the first 
rehearsal. After luncheon, out on 
the main deck, they surrounded 
* their host and "let go.” I shall 
“ never forget the varied expres¬ 
sions that came over that smiling 
face- -then tears of pride and Joy. 
It must hive been that. The ef¬ 
fect was quite electric. Anyhow, 
at the close of each of the 15 re¬ 
maining days his last words to 
me as I left him, were, ‘‘Mac, 
ye must be sure to come in the 
mornin’; don’t desert me.” So, I 
was there 16 of the 17 days. And 
wonderful they were. Leaders in 
the social, financial and political 
worlds were always glad to ac¬ 
cept invitations. Two frequent 
guests stand out in memory. 
Commodore J. K. Bourne, of the 
New York Yacht Club, splendid 
father of our true sportsman, Ar¬ 
thur K. Bourne, of San Marino, 
and Commodore J. Stuart Black- 
ton, of the Atlantic Yacht club. 
Both were owners of palatial 
Long Island homes, where Sir 
Thom is was royally entertained. 

One of the verses and chorus 
of the parody that cought his 
fancy ran like this: 

Sir Thomas is a mighty man, 
Who sailed across the sea. 

He came to lift a "Bloomin’ mug" 
With Shamrocks 1, 2, 3. 

At first he said "I’ll try me luck!” 
And then: “I’ll do it stoure!” 

And then he said: "I'm in the 
ruck, 

But watch how I’ll endure." 

CHORUS 

Did Mr. Llfton. Mr. Llfton. 

He smiled at first, and then he 
smiled again. 

His smile's increasin,’ 

It knows no ceastn,’ 

It smooths the waters on the 
ragin’ main. 

He left “the bloomin’ mug” 
here every time. But he also left 
memories that will ever be green. 
When he was in Los Angles, four 
years ago, he received the high- 
honors the Breakfast Club oan 
bestow. I pushed his hand into 
the fried egg. When he returned 
the next time, three years ago, he 
had more leisure. Many miles 
were covered in every direction. 
Time and again, as palm trees 
and roses were passed, he almost 
shouted, "But Mac, in all England 
there’s no such sight a3 this. 
Green trees and roses in the 
winter." 

The one thing that Impressed 
him as a business man most of 
all, was when I took him to see 
Colleen Moore, who was in the 
midst of "Lilac Time” ait First 
National. George Fitzmaurice, 
who was directing, entered into 
the spirit of the occasion and 
several excellent “stills" were 
YJkde. Sir Thomas valued these 
very highly. But what he couldn't 
get through his head was the 
salary paid Miss Moore. "And ye 
tell me that slip of a girl gets 
(a given number) of pounds each 
V week," he exclaimed, "why, that’s 
Atjnore than the King of England 
gets.” 

There are too few of Sir 
Thomas Llpton's kind in the 
world. But his memory will in¬ 
spire many a wavering spirit to 
be a true sportsman.

Sierra Madre has grown old 
gracefully, and as the observance 
; of her 50th birthday approaches, 
j she is more lovable and beautiful 
than in her youth. Because she 
has resorted to no artificialities, 
no dying of grey hairs nor face 
liftings to replace the mellowness 
of age with a tawdry pretense at 
youth. Sierra Madre approaches 
t.he golden anniversary of her 
birth as the untarnished Queen of 
the Foothills. She alone has not 
despoiled by the ruthless hand of 
the sub-divider. 

To realize the truth of this, 
one has but to drive along the 
streets of any of our neighboring 
cities. They are beautiful too, yes. 
I do not claim they are devoid 
1 of charm. Yet it is a man-made, 
artificial charm, of wide boule¬ 
vards, of row after row of atro¬ 
ciously colored stucco houses, of 
absurdly ornamental street lights, 

| and of civic buildings of a size 
all out of proportion to the popu¬ 
lation of the community. These 
cities give the passing motorist 
the impression that they were 
laid out and builded only yester¬ 
day. 

Birds-eye View 

Sierra Madre is more like 
Topsy. She has just ’’growed.’’ 
There is nothing of the man-made 
about her beauty. Alone of all 
Ihe Southern California cities, 
she has allowed Mother Nature to 
paint her own canvas. Our trees, 
our flowers, and our homes really 
look like they are trees, flowers 
md homes, and not one of those 
laid-out-by-scale horrors that one 
sees in the "sucker-rooms" of 
rertain high-pressure real estate 
offices. 

This is why I have chosen Sier¬ 
ra Madre as my home. People 
teve often asked me why I live 
!n what they call such a "slow” 
city. "A writer.” they say, "can 
live anywhere—Hollywood, Flor¬ 
ida. New York and they have so 
much more to offer?” Ah, yes 
but they all lack the quiet, dig¬ 
nified beauty of Sierra Madre 
j that appeals so to all artists, 

; whether he be writer, painter or 
musician. 

j And so Sierra Madre will cele¬ 
brate the 50Ch anniversary of her 
i founding by Nathaniel C. Carter 
with characteristic unostentatious¬ 
ness. The celebration was opened 
formally Thurcday evening at 8 
1 o'clock with an exhibition ait the 
City Hall of paintings by Mrs.

It w r as possible, he said, 
that injunction proceedings would 
be resorted to prevent the letting 
of a contract when thi3 effort 
is made. 

During the final protest hear¬ 
ing and before the protests were 
denied Mrs. Mary Morotz voiced 
the only public threat of a re¬ 
call. Expressing confidence in the 
| Council’s wish to serve the public 
mteerst, she charged that is was 
being badly advised. 

"I think you mean to be all 
light and that you will be all 
right," she said, "and X suggest 
that you get two resignations— 
so we will give you 30 days in 
which to make good." Mrs. Mar- 
otz had questioned the right of 
the present or past Councils to 
incur obligations on the improve¬ 
ment outside the city limits as 
was done when the Central Ave¬ 
nue improvement was initiated 
some years ago. 

Ted Railsback of 233 West 
Grand View avenue, charged that 
H. J. Kohl had threatened the 
Council and the city also when, in 
addressing the Council, Mr. Kohl 
said that he had been informed 
that if Council abandoned the 
project before it adjourned 
Charles H. Hastings the next 
morning would cause to be filed 
a deed for a right of way for 
Central avenue into Pasadena over 
150 feet of his property lying 
within Pasadena. The deed in 
question is one said to have been 
executed by Mr. Hastings in 
Vancouver and which was not 
filed by his agents when deeds 
through his ranch property were 
filed with the county road depart¬ 
ment. 

Engineer Gierlich reported at 
the outset of the hearing that he 
had thoroughly rechecked the 
area rpresented by signers to 
the protest petitions and ex¬ 
plained the manner in which he 
had made his computations. He 
said the original protest signa¬ 
tures represented 665.79 acres 
and that before the petitions had 
been filed Mrs. Topping and Mrs. 
Cora S. Lockhart had withdrawn 
their names, reducing the acreage 
represented by the petitions to 
655.78. '

“Using round figures,” said 
Long, “deduction shows that dur¬ 
ing the best hours of the day for 
radio broadcisting from an ad¬ 
vertising standpoint, not more 
than 4,000 families are listening 
to any single selected program.

The census bureau says 
slightly more than half of them 
hive sets: that leaves 1,500,000 
people. The average station is on 
’he air half- of the 24 hours; that 
b-ings us down to 750,000 people, 
there are but eight most tuned in 
stations in California and our 
oiks can listen to but one at a 
timp. That divides us by eighths 
and brings us down to 94,000 peo¬ 
ple. Most of us have to work for 
a living throughout the day and 
the most available hours for our 
listening uninterruptedly to the 
fleeting words of the announcer 
are perhaps the two around din¬ 
ner time. That cuts us back an¬ 
other sixth to 16,000 people. And 
the average figures four to a 
family, which brings us down to 
the 4,000 families in the whole 
state of California who could pos¬ 
sibly listen to an advertising mes¬ 
sage over the air. 

“On the other hand, our home 
town newspapers — not including 
the metropolitan newspapers 
reach 850.000 families every day 
an^l 360,000 families every week."

D O YOU ever hear the wild 
chatter of critical, suspicious, 
misinformed, uninformed and 
rattle brained citizens at our 
fires? It is amazing, much of it. 
The firemen hear it as they go 
about their work. The wonder is 
that they have the heart to per¬ 
form their duties, many times. 
If they were no betetr, more loy- 
a! citizens than their critics many 
would throw off their helmets and 
turn In their badges: it would be 
ha"d to get 3 crew of interested 
men to assume the responsibili¬ 
ties of firemen. Sometimes I have 
"’ondered that our men continue 
their splendid interest in the 
c’fv's protection in view of the 
h criticism that is meted out 
an organization of men that 
an performed its work so well 
■’■’to help bring about a reduc- 
•’ ! n fire insurance rates and 
•o d i of -trongest priise for the 
efficiency of Sierra Mndre's fire 
fighting agency from the organi¬ 
zation- best qualified to speak of 
't- •'U'e'encv and intense loyalty 
n the community it serves. 

After the criticisms I have 
hea*-d at the last, three fires, most 
o' them hiving to do with the 
cost of operating the department, 
I am convinced that very many 
of our people know nothing of the 
condition^ under which they re- 
c°ive the service that the fire- 
"o render. 

This is not a defense of the de- 
oa-tment; it needs none, in this 
respect. It is rather an effort to 
Inform the average, uninformed 
citizen of the cost of fire protec¬ 
tion here. 

The entire department receives 
$100 a month from the city. Bach 
of the 20 volunteers receives $5 
of this, in return for which he 
provides himself with a uniform 
ind holds himself in readiness to 
answgr alarms at any and all 
hours, either in the city or in the 
adjoining forest area, to attend 
weekly drills and instruction meet¬ 
ings and to help keep the appa¬ 
ratus and fire quarters in condi¬ 
tion. 

If alarms are sounded after 9 
p.m. the men receive $4 each— 
those of them who answer the 
alarms. Those who do not answer 
these alarms are fined without 
receiving the $4. They are also 
fined for missing other alarms, 
in the daytime. Also they are 
fined for failure to appear at 
drills and for other infractions of 
the department rules made for 
the building up of efficiency and 
the creation of a sense of appre¬ 
ciation of the responsibilities of 
the men in the positions they oc¬ 
cupy. These fines, for the most 
part, go into welfare work in 
the community. 

I know that the firemen have 
tne confidence and respect of our 
citizens who know what it is all 
about. But if you were a fireman 
wouldn't it burn you up to hear 
some uninformed or misinformed 
numbskull
